central committee earlier today 
accu sed the Chinese of deliberate­ 
ly aggravating Soviet-Chinese re­ 
lations at a time when the two 
cou ntries are discu ssing ideologi­ 
cal differences. 
At the mansion in the Lenin 
Hills section of Moscow where 
the talk s have been held, West­ 
ern correspondents noted the u su ­ 
al signs of pre-meeting activity 
today . 


Bu t at 11 a m ., more than an 
hou r after the talk s u su ally be­ 
gin, there was still no sign of the 
Chinese. 
Soviet 
officials 
began 
leaving, and then police said the 
Chinese wou ld not be ooming. 
The Chinese absence arou sed 
specu lation that they were await­ 
ing Pek ing’s reaction to the new 
Soviet 
attack . 
Some 
observers 
thou ght the Chinese might call an 
end to the sessions in retaliation. 
The Soviet blast cam e shortly 
after 
Khru shchev 
snu bbed 
the 
Moscow meeting with the Chinese 
and conferred in Kiev with Spaak 
on easing cold w ar tensions. The 
Chinese m ilitantly oppose Khru sh­ 
chev’s peacefu l coexistence policy , 
u nderlined by his meeting with 
Spaak . 


The new Soviet party statem ent 
denou nced speeches at a rally in 
Pek ing Su nday in su pport of five 
Chinese expelled from the Soviet 
Union. They had distribu ted re­ 
prints in the Soviet Union of the 
Chinese Commu nist party ’s long 
denu nciation Ju ne 14 of Khru sh­ 
chev’s policies. 


The 
Soviet 
statem ent 
said 
speak ers at the rally tended to 
create “ moods u nfriendly to the 
Soviet people, to aggravate the 
situ ation in the cou rse of nego­ 
tiations between the representa­ 
tives of the Soviet Union and 
China. 


"The impression is created that 
a deliberate campaign is being 
carried on to -aggravate seriou sly 
the Soviet-Chinese relations, dis­ 
regarding the dangerou s conse­ 
qu ences of this policy .”

CHICAGO (A P)—A stepped-u p 
drive for greater racial integra­ 
tion in pu blic schools—North and 
Sou th—is being prepared by Ne­ 
gro grou ps in cities throu ghou t 
the cou ntry . 
The blu eprint was adopted at 
the convention of the National As­ 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Colored People in Chicago last 
week . 
Roy Wilk ins. NAACP execu tive 
secretary , told the m eeting that 
su ch a drive is being pressed in 
70 cities in 15 Northern stages. 
In the Sou th, other phases of 
the 
broad desegregation 
move­ 
ment are more pressing and im­ 
mediately produ ctive as a ru le, 
delegates were told. Branches and 
state conferences of the NAACP 
were u rged to “ mou nt a vigorou s 
effort accelerating the pace of 
s c ho o l 
desegregation

Wilk ins said that historic steps 
to eliminate racial imbalance and

BrftaSatott role in our ad­ 
justment to a warmer environ­ 
ment, because it regulates s a l t 
and water balances in the body 
If a man is transferred suddenly 
irom a cool climate to a hot cli­ 
mate, he is unable to accomp lish 
as much p hy sical work as form 
crly . But within 10 to 20 day s his 
work cap acity returns to its for­ 
mer level. 


4-H News 


THIS PROCESS of acclimatiza­ 
tion requires a change in the fun 
ction of ihe heart, blood vessels, 
and sweat glands. The outp ut of 
the heart is increased even when 
the body is resting. Furthermore 
the volume of blood shunted to 
the sk in is increased. This allows 
more of toe body heat to be dis­ 
sip ated tnrough radiation a n d 
sweating. 
Normaily p ersp iration carries a 
great deal of salt out of the body . 
Until acclimatization tak es p lace 
it is often necessary to add 
large amount of salt to the diet. 
After acclimatization, even thou­ 
gh more water is lost through 
sweating ihan formerly , the am­ 
ount of salt lost drop s back to the 
normal level or less than 5 p er 
cent of that lost at the initial ex­ 
p osure to heat. 


ALL THESE mechanisms are 
very imp ortant to our survival 
and are controlled by the releases 
of more aldosterone through the 
adrenals in hot weather. 
In some p ersons with diseases 
that 
affect 
the 
drenals 
these 
glands art stimulated to p roduce 
more aldosterone than is needed. 
This condition is called hy p erald­ 
osteronism and is manifested by 
weak ness, high blood p ressure, 
increased outp ut of urine and an 


abnormal thirst. The most usual 
cause is a nonmalignant adrenal 
♦umor. 
If this disease is not recognized 
and treated uremia is lik ely to 
develop . The treatment is remov­ 
al of the diseased adrenals. Be­ 
cause the adrenal secretions are 
essential to life they must be giv­ 
en by injection to any one w h o 
has had tnese glands removed. 
Q-What is uric acid disease 
and what is the cure for it? 
A—Uric acid disease is not a 
common term but it undoubtedly 
refers to gout which is a disorder 
of metabolism. In this disease ur­ 
ic acid cry stals form in the sk in 
(esp ecially of the ear) and in the 
joints (esp ecially of the g r e a t 
toe). Many drugs have been used 
m the treatment of this disease, 
but in recent y ears p robenecid 
has been found to be the best. 
Q—I have a fatty tumor. It is 
p ainless. What is the cause 
of 
this and should it be removed? 
A—Fatty tumors or lip omas are 
very common. As long as y our 
tumor is p ainless and not so large 
as to be unsightly or get in y our 
way it should be left alone. If it 
ever becomes necessary to r e ­ 
move it y ou should k now that this 
is a relatively simp le op eration

IN THE D I S P U T E between Chinese 
doctrinaires and Russian Communists, the 
Chinese have taken the role of superpatriots 
—the true defenders of the faith—the only 
people who really understand the essence 
of the teachings of M arx as interpreted by 
Lenin. They are the 150 percenters of the 
Communist Internationale. 
Chinese doctrinaries contend that Soviet 
leadership represented by Prem ier Khrush­ 
chev has revised M arxist-Leninist doctrine 
incorrectly by arguing that the Communist 
cause can be advanced without w ar and 


revolution. 


Premier Khrushchev , o n the o ther ha nd, 
ha s been a rg uing tha t wa r wo uld be the 
ruina tio n o f the So v iet Unio n—a nd he is 


rig ht. 


No t ev en the Chinese Co mmunists do ubt 
this, 
a nd 
tha t 
is 
where 
the 
ex plo siv e 
fa cto r is buried in wha t o therwise so unds 


like a fo rma l deba te. 
Chinese Co mmunists a re Chinese first a nd 


Co mmunists seco nd. They ha v e no rea so n 


to lo v e Russia ns, much less trust them. 
They wo uld no t hesita te to destro y Russia 
if they ha d the mea ns to do it. 


THEY ARE to Russians what Russians 
were to Americans when Russians had every ­ 
thing to gain and nothing to lose by revolu­ 
tion and w ar an imminent threat. 


Now that Russians too have something to 
protect, revolutionary ardor is cooling off. 
This puts them in error from the viewpoint 
of the political primitives of China who 
have achieved so little they still put faith 
in violence, in the hope of achieving more. 


To them, revolution and bloodshed are 
absolute virtues. To most Russ ans, revolu­ 
tion and bloodshed are to be avoided at all 
cost. This is the gulf that divides them. 


W ill W e Never Learn? 


Somewhere in this broad and bountiful 
land is a fair-haired child of 8 who knows 
better than to bite on Soviet Prem ier Khru- 
schev’s proposal for a ban on atmospheric 
testing of nuclear weapons and a nonaggres­ 
sion pact between NATO and the Warsaw 
m ilitary alliance. 
This alliance, made in 1955, binds the 
Soviet 
Union, Albania, 
Bulgaria, Czecho­ 
slovakia 
Hungary 
Poland, 
Romania 
and 
E ast G erm any to come to the defense of 
one another in case of war. 
If these nations and the NATO signatories 
—Belgium, Canada, Denmark, France, Ice­ 
land, Italy , Luxembourg, the Netherlands, 
Norway , Portugal, the United Kingdom of 
G reat Britain, the United States, Northern 
Ireland, West Germany , Turkey and Greece 
—all were pledged to defend one another 
there could be no war. 


THE QUESTION now as alway s before is 
for what purpose such a proposal has been 


m ade by a spokesman for the Soviet Union. 
Prem ier Khrushchev obviously would not 
speak without the knowledge of all 
the 
powerful figures in his government. 
Their purpose with rare exceptions, al­ 
way s has been to lead the United States 
into one 
more aimless, 
endless 
exercise 
in dialectics. 
Every possibility of agreem ent is scut­ 
tled sy stem atically by one more imposs’oie 
condition or proviso, usually sprung as 
a 
last-m inute surprise. The purpose of every 
negotiation, as far as Russia is concerned 
is to demonstrate that agreem ent is im­ 
possible. 


THE SOLE object is to tangle U.S. ne­ 
gotiators in a web of frustration, adding 
to the 
impression that disagreem ent be­ 
tween the United States and the Soviet Un­ 
ion is impossble but that the Soviet Union 
continues to try' its best to ease interna­ 
tional tension. 


No License to Discrimin ate 


To follow the debate on whether the federal 
government should have power to prohibit 
segregation in privately owned places of 
public accommodation, it is essential to start 
with this key fact: 


The federal government was given the 
power by Congress in 18 75. In 18 8 3, the Su­ 
prem e Court ruled the power unconstitution­ 
al because it said the 14th amendment ap­ 
plied only to denial of citizenship rights by

That is what can be expected whenever 
the insecurity that is the lot in life for mil­ 
lions of run-of-mine Southern citizens seems 
to be growing acute. 
It is easier to find things to hate in this 
world than to find things to love. It is only 
by near-heroic effort that hate organiza­ 
tions have been kept chained in this country . 
The kind of people who start trouble so 
th y push m oderates aside and clean up 
chaos are alway s waiting around the corner 
to s’art collecting dues and titles 
They alway s will have one big thing going 
for them. The bullies who alway s will fol­ 
low them never will rem em ber what happen- 
en the last time. 
They forget who pocketed the money and 
who was It'd down the garden path. They 
forget who went to jail and who fled the 
country . They forget how things looked on 
second sight and how sensible people felt 
about what happened after it was over 
I rem em ber what the KKK looked like 
when it was revived after 1915. 1 remember 
the eerie, torch-lit parades, wrhen thousands 
of men shuffled along the streets in white 
robes and peaked m asks, on their way to 
a cross-burning. 
I rem em ber the boy cotts, terror, stealing 
of funds and the hocus-pocus that fascinated 
m en who should have known better. 
But 
they didn’t, and they wouldn’t if they were 
m isled again. 
The question 
is w hether the KKK could 


happen again. 
My personal hunch is that the KKK ap­ 
peal has gone limp. The idea of dressing up 
in a sheet and a peaked mask has been 
around so long the novelty has worn off. 
It would be like try ing to bring back an 
old-time radio show. It would be like looking 
at old movies that once held y ou spellbound 
but now are just cinemagraphic hokum. 
This is not to say people have changed for 
the better since the KKK was fanned into 
life in 1915. 
It is only to say that things 
which caught on when they were novel can­ 
not be warmed over—at least not before 
they have been forgotten. 


The KKK is too well-remembered. 
Too many people know how its prom oters 
m ade suckers of its members. 
Another sucker pitch 
would still 
bowl 
them over, but it would have to be differ­ 
ent. 


That’s my guess. Marching in bedsheets 
is passe. 
The marching now is being done by Ne­ 
groes and their sy mpathizers, includ.ng rep­ 
resentatives of some of the groups the KKK 
terrorized 40 y ears ago. 
There are no masks. No secrets. No spoo­ 
ky rituals. Just people wanting to be recog­ 
nized, instead of keeping their faces hidden. 
Down South, of course, things are defer­ 
ent. But even in Georgia it just might turn 
out that putting on a sheet and a peaked 
m ask would be as thrilling as tuning in Coon 
Saunders' Kansas City N’ghthawks on Sta­ 
tion KMOX on the new radio in the living 
room.

They deem it co nstitu­ 
tio na l, ev en tho ug h the Supreme 
Co urt ha s nev er ruled tha t the 
federa l g o v ernment co uld ex pa nd 
the intersta te co mmerce cla use 
to co v er co ntro l o v er who ma y o r 
ma y no t be serv ed in business. 


It mig ht mea n tha t, by using the 


ex ecutiv e o rder dev ice a nd rela t­ 
ing it to the ra cia l pro blem, the 
federa l g o v ernment will a lso feel 
a utho rized to reg ula te who sha ll 
o r sha ll no t be g iv en a jo b a nd 
whether 
pro mo tio ns 
a re 
being 
ma de to suit the wishes o f the a d­ 
ministra tio n in po wer. 


It co uld mea n a lso tha t the fed­ 
era l g o v ernment, a s well a s t h e 


sta tes, wo uld a ssume the rig ht to 
use the g ra nting o r withho lding o f 
licenses a s a metho d o f o ppo sing 
a lleg ed ra cia l discrimina tio n. 


IT COULD mea n, to o , tha t fed­ 
era l a utho rity wo uld be ex ercised 
to interfere with wha t a re ca lled 
equita ble wa g e o r sa la ry sca les 


fo r pa rticua r cla ssifica tio ns 
o f 
jo bs. 
While la bo r unio ns a t present fix 
ho urs a nd wa g es, they do so by a 
jo int co ntra ct with the emplo y er, 
who ha s the rig ht—witho ut pen­ 


a lty o f la w — to refra in fro m en­ 
tering into a ny co ntra ct he do es 
no t like. He ma y cho o se unio n o r 
no nunio n emplo y es, but it's his de­ 
cisio n. With the ra cia l pro blem 
a s its lev era g e, federa l co ntro l o f 
emplo y ment pra ctices beco mes a 
po werful instrument o f na tio na l 
po litics. 
If the pro po sed la w o n “ public 
a cco mmo da tio ns, ’ 
mo reo v er, is 
held v a lid by the supreme co urt,

This ruling had the effect of making it 
legal for individuals to do what states were 


forbidden to do, even though the individuals 


were doing it in under state-granted licenses 


as would oe true m operators of places 
of public accommodation.

the debate on 
the 
federal 
governm ent's 


power to prohibit « segregation in privately 
owned piacis of puotic accommodation will 
turn 
in 
1963. 


Th effect of the 1883 Supreme Court de­ 
cision was to leave to the states all re* 
sponsibihty for protecting civil rights. In 
the North and West, states hav eenacted 
civil rights laws to take the place of the 
invalidated federal; Ohio is among these. 
There arc* 31 states with such laws. Latest 
is Kentucky which /« ined the anti-segrega­ 
tion m ajority on June 26 when its governor 
signed an executive order forbidding racial 
diserim inat:on in all businesses licensed by 
the state. 


The queaion is wnefher a state can grant, 
in effect. \ license to do what is outlawed 
by the federal government. This will be the 
issue before Congress as it considers the 
proposal to prohibit segregation in privateLy 
owned piaces of public accommodation.

Legitim ate business activities of 
hotels and restaurants should not 
he hampered by the 1962 law o n 
tra v el and entertainm ent deduc­ 
tions. This alw and the accom­ 
pany ing 
regulations 
are 
aimed 
solely at curbing abuses of “ex­ 
pense account living” that have 
plagued 
the 
country 
in 
recent 
y ears. 
Almost every tax specialist who 
has studied 
the 
legislation 
has 
concluded that the regulations are 
very fair and reasonable. They 
reflect a liberal approach, while 
remaining 
consistent 
with 
the 
statute passed by Congress. 
On record 
keeping, 
they 
ap­ 
proximate the requirements that 
well-run btisinesss have been us­ 
ing for y ears. 
The new T & E statute, enact­ 
ed in October 1962. has two prin­ 
cipal goals: 
1. To abolish the "Cohan’’ rule, 
which permitted deductions based 
on estimations and uncorroborat­ 
ed statem ents of taxpay ers. 
2. To deny deductions for items 
which are essentially social or 
living expenses. 


THE NEW LAW provides that 
—so long as expenditures meet 
the old 
"ordinary 
and 
neces­ 
sary ” business standard — T & E 
costs will be deductible if they 
fit into any one of three basic 
provisions of the statute; 
1 
If there is an active, legiti­ 
m ate business discussion during 
the entertainm ent period; or 
2. If goodwill entertainm ent is 
being provided directly before or 
after a substantial and bona fide 
business discussion; or 
3. If food and beverage is be­ 
ing provided to a business asso­ 
ciate for goodwill prupoes in an 
atmosphere where there are no 
substantial distractions. (This is 
the "quiet business meal excep­ 
tion 
which is of such import­ 
ance to restaurants and hotels ) 


TO P IT IT in plain language, 
business expenses at hotels and 
restaurants are deductible under 
the new statute as follows; 
1. 
The new law is virtually the 
same as the old with respect to 
entertaining business guests at a 
meal in a tvpical restaurant. This 
form of goodwill entertaining does 


ilkS- 


not require an actual business 
discussion. 
2. When directly before or aft­ 
er (a) a substantial and legiti­ 
m ate business discussion, or (b) 
a business sess;on of a ty pical 
convention, night club entertain­ 
ment of buiness guests is deduc­ 
tible in virtually the same m an­ 
ner as under prior law. 
3. So long as the husband s en- 
menit of business guests is deduc­ 
tible, there is no change in the 
law with respect to entertaining 
wives of the 
taxpay er and 
his 
business guests in restaurants or 
in night clubs. 
4. The cost of banquets at 
the 
ty pical business convention is de­ 
ductible whether entertainm ent is 
provided or not. Similarly , 
the 
cost of a "hospitality suite” at a 
convention is deductible in 
the 
sam e m anner as under prior law. 
The National Restaurant Asso­ 
ciation has publicly said: 
“ The 
new expense account regulations, 
if they are understood, should not 
hurt restaurant sales." 


IF THIS is so, it might be 
asked, “ Why are certain restau­ 
rants feeling the pinch?" 
In response, I think it’s clear 
that 
certain 
expense 
account 
abuses are being curtailed. And, 
to the extent this is so, any ho­ 
tel or restaurant which had pre­ 
viously 
received 
income 
from 
these violations of the tax law 
would experience a reduction in 
operations. 
But this is not the 
full story . 
P art of the fall-off in receipts 
is due to an over-reaction to the 
new law 
and part, to the deci­ 


sions of some employ ers to 
use 
this as an occasion to carefully 
monitor all 
T & E expenditures 
of their Dusinesses. 


Also, there is some misunder­ 
standing and confusion over the 
operation of the new law. We 
have sought to explain the statute 
and 
regulations by 
various re­ 
leases and speeches, and we plan 
to do more in the future. 
Most of the restaurateurs I ’ve 
spoken to follow the view recent­ 
ly expressed by the Florida Mo­ 
tel Association: 
“We want to see . . . (our) in­ 
dustry prosper . . . but we want 
more to see it successful based 
on income 
and 
practices 
from 
legitimate and honest sources.” 


THEY WANT every thing they 
are legitimately entitled to, and 
nothing more. This is all their 
responsible employ es are asking 
for, too. 
These views 
provide 
a 
firm 
basis for our joining forces and 
working together: 
To 
make 
sure 
that 
legiti­ 
m ate 
business 
activity 
is 
not 
hampered; 
— To comm unicate to the pub­ 
lic on 
tne 
business 
deductions 
legally allowable; and 
— To communicate to Internal 
Revenue personnel on the need 
for fair, reasonable and common 
sense adm inistration of the new 
law and regulations. 
Cooperation and a reasonable 
approach by both tax adm inistra­ 
tor 
and 
taxpay er 
will 
assure 
curbing abuses, allowing proper 
business » reductions, and serving 
the best interests of the nation.

there is no end to the po wers tha t 
co uld be ex ercised o n the mere 
pretex t tha t it “ a ffects" intersta te 
co mmerce. 
The 
Co nstitutio n, 
o f 
co urse, 
spea ks o nly o f the po wer o f Co n­ 
g ress 
to “ reg ula te” 
intersta te 
co mmerce — no t the beha v io ur o f 
perso ns o r their rig hts to select 
their o wn custo mers. 
If it be co nceded tha t a ll men 
a re crea ted equa l a nd a re presum­ 
a bly to be g iv en equa l o ppo rtun­ 
ity to ea rn equa l co mpensa tio n 
when they do the sa me wo rk, then 
a sta nda rdized sy stem a na lo g o us 
to tha t which prev a ils under Co m­ 
munism ca n be a s lo g ica lly a p­ 
plied by the g o v ernment here by 
merely inv o king the do ctrine o f 
“ equa l pa y fo r equa l wo rk.” 


The priv a te - enteiprise sy stem 
would 
thereupo n 
be ma teria lly 
cha ng ed.

effciency . 


MEANTIME, what is beg inning 
to bother many 
sma ll business 
people, especially restaurant own­ 
ers, is that the moment they open 
their doors to all kinds 
o f cus­ 
tomers, 
t h e y 
begin 
to 
lo se 
patronage. 


They know that, if they a llo wed 
white persons, for instance, in 
dirty dothing and of disheveled 
appearance to frequent their rest­ 
aurants, other customers would 
stay away . Yet, if a Negro dress­ 
ed in the same way should be re­ 
fused a seat in the restaurant 
among white customers, the o wner 
could be threatened with federal 
punishment. 


Even if the owner argued 
tha t 
he was not discriminating 
o n the 
basis of race but because 
o f the 
personal appearance 
o f so me o f 
his customers, he cannot be 
sure 
the Supreme Court will 
no t sa y 
this is merely an excuse 
a nd 
that he was motivated by "lo ca l 
customs.” 


From the standpoint 
o f tho se 
who want to see individual 
rig hts 
preserved-^which means the rig ht 
of every private business 
to use 
its own judgment, even 
if it be 
discriminatory —the choice 
a hea d 
may be between an acceptance o f 
federal authority or the expense 
and worry of politically 
g enera ted 
lawsuits. 


It’s 
being 
argued 
by 
some 
members of Congress that inter­ 
state commerce in its total dol­ 
lar amount will be expanded if 
there is no racial discrimination. 
Will 
the total number of cus­ 
tomers, however, 
suddenly 
in­ 
crease? Will Negroes eat more 
than before? Rather, it’s as easy 
to speculate that many restaur­ 
ants will be hurt, and no small 
part of the damage will be in­ 
flicted upon those who now cater 
prim arily to the Negro trade. 


IF THE NEGROES desert their 
own restaurants ,the Negro own­ 
ers will have less business. Sim­ 
ilarly , the white owner who catert 
to an “ integrated" group of cus­ 
tomers may find that he is grad­ 
ually losing the trade of those 
white persons who may decide to 
patronize private clubs more than 
before or organize new 
clubs. 
Whichever 
way 
the 
subject 
is 
viewed, there is likely to be an 
economic impact due to shifting 
customers 
in 
the 
restaurant 
bus« ness. 
The biggest effect of all, how 
ever, inevitably will come in the 
field of employ ment. If whiet per­ 
sons lose their jobs in factories 
ami Negroes are employ ed in­ 
stead, ill feeling will result. 


Irrespective of the m erits ol 
the current controversy , many 
t 
member of Congress who votes fot 
a sy stem of 
employ ment 
thal 
could man regulation of promo­ 
tions or salary classifications bj 
government edict is bound to en­ 
counter a new wave of protest ir 
the next election 
It could maki 
deep inroads inside both parties 
and furnish a real surprise.

“Not just from Arkassas,” he 
said, “but all over from people 
who g ot married in Arkansas and 
then moved to another state.”
